A bill to compel employers to pay 


insurance benefits to their workers 
in periods of unemployment will be 
introdTKed in the Wisconsin legis- 
lature this week backed 
by the 
American Federation of Labor. 


Prof. John R, Commons, ia tie 


author of tie bill. 
The measure provides that: 


Any person over sixteen years.. 


of age who has been employed 
in industry for a period of at 
least twenty-six weeks, is en- 
titled to unemployment insur- 
ance benefits [or a maximum 
period of thirteen weeks on the 
basis of one week's benefits for 
each four weeks worked. 


The benefits proposed arc 


$1.50 per day for adult men and 
women and 75 cents a day for 
boys and girls between ages of 
16 and 18. 


The employer for whom the 


beneficiary worked shall pay the 
insurance through a mutual in- 
surance company of which he 
must be a member. 


.Workers who are idle as a re- 


Bult 'of a strike or lockout are 
not entitled to insurance. 


Unemployed workers are sub- 


ject to being placed in other 
positions through the state free 
employment offices, but are not 
required to accept 
work 
for 


which they are unauited or-m 
which the wages are lower or 
working conditions inferior to 
those in the place of last em- 
ployment. 
If an unemployed worked re- 


ceiving insurance benefits is of- 
fered work in another locality 
in the state his last employer is 
given the alternative of paying 
his railroad fare to the new job 
or continuing to pay his bene- 
fits. 
Designed primarily as a measure 


to provide insurance for the unem- 
ployed, the bill in reality will, ac- 
cording to Prof. Commons, have a 
much different effect. To escape the 
burden of insurance, employers _will, 
he believes, readjust their business 
in a way virtually to eliminate per- 
iods' of unemployment. This applies 
particularly to lines in which there 
is seasonal activity. 


Explaining his plan 


Madison Rotary club,

mons recently declared that the fear 
of unemployment was 
responsible 


for most laibor difficulties and a ten- 
dency to slow up production in or- 
der that the work might last, as long 
us possible. Eliminate this fear, he 
said and difficulties with labor will 
be minimized and 
production 
in- 


creased. 


Last year the state 
Commons and six of his students on 
a tour of the country during which 
they visited many of the principal 
manufacturing 
plants, 
including 


open shops, closed shops and factor- 
ies with so-called "industrial demo- 
cracies." The present bill is the re- 
sult of their observations. 


It provides that the Industrial 


Commission shall, investigate condi- 
tions in Wisconsin. "If it is found,' 
;he bill says, "that there is unem- 
ployment, eithe- general or local, 
permanent or temporary, and a sit- 
uation arises ' industries, factories, 
workshops or other places of em- 
ployment which affects or endangers 
the public welfare, the commission 
shall issue an order and file such 
order with the secretary of state, 
Tr.d such order shall state that such 
a condition exists," whereupon, the 
bill continues, the insurance act will 
-become effective. 


The insurance is extended to all 


employes of firms, persons, unincor- 
poratM 
companies, 
partnerships, 


corporations, including public serv- 
ice corporations, with the exception 
of farm workers, individuals receiv- 
ing pensions in ejocess of $500 an- 
nually, and persons whose annual 
income exceeds $1,500, or who are 
mainly dependent upon some other

The procedure for collecting in- 


surance provides that on the fourth 
day after being laid off, the employe 
shall notify his district employment 
deputy, -who is to be the head of the 
free employment office now main- 
tained by the state. One week latex 
he can collect his first benefits, ?9 
for an adult and $4.50 for a minor. 


Employers are prohibited from de- 


ducting any sum from the wages of 
employes, or soliciting-any refund 
to meet the cost of insurance, ad 
written agreements to waive insur- 
ance benefits are declared 
invalid. 


The benefits are not to be assign- 
able, subject to attachment, or lia- 
ble in any way for any employe's 
debts. 


Where an employe has lost em- 


ployment %hrough his own fault or 
voluntarily leaves his work benefits 
are to be withheld for six week's. 
Employes who are idle as a result 
of a strike or lockout are disquali- 
fied from benefiting by the act, as 
are inmates of prisons and work- 
houses supported wholly or in part 
by public funds. 


All employers affected by the act 


are required to provide for payment 
of insurance along the lines laid 
down by the present workmen's com- 
pensation law. Each mutual insur- 
ance company formed must embrace 
at least 200 employers, with a mini- 
mum of- 5,000 separate risks. 


An employment advisory board, 


consisting of a chairman to be 
chosen at large and two members 
selected by the employes and two by 
the employers of the state is provi- 
ded to assist the Industrial Com- 
mission in administering 
the act. 


They would have authority to hear, 
disputes, adjust claims and recom- 
mend readjustment of wages and 
working conditions to 
meet 
witT-i 


changes in the cost of living and 
other factors affecting wages. 


Every employe would bo required 


to carry a "service card" to be 
stamped by the district deputy to 
indicate his periods of • employment 
To prevent sales or exchange of the 
cards, the act provides that: 


"Any person who buys or offers 


for sale, takes or gives in exchange, 
or pawns or takes in pawn any serv- 
ice card, shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and upon conviction be li- 
able to imprisonment for a term not 
exceeding SO days or forfeit of an 
amount not exceeding $100 or both." 
For making false statements to 


violate the law a fine of $500 or 
three months imprisonment, or both 
is provided. For employers who re- 
fuse or 'neglect to comply with its 
provisions, or who dedtic^ or collect- 
money from employe's wages to pay 
the cost of insurance, the act pro- 
vides a fine of $25 for each separate 
offense. 


Another bill is being prepared un- 


der the direction of the A. F. of L. 
to provide compulsory Americaniza- 
tion of foreigners er.mploy.5d in in- 
dustry. 
They would be required to 
attend 
vocational schools twelve 


hours a week until they are able to 
read and write the English lang- 
uage, with the provision that school 
hours should be during working 
hours and on the employer's time. 
While prepared as an Americaniza- 
tion bill, -labor leaders explain the 
act has the dual purpose of discour- 
aging the importation of illiterate 
'immigrants to work in factories.

Maynard Keynes, principal repre- 
sentative of the British treasury at 
the Versailles peace conference. He 
argues that Germany, to have sur-

worth at least 700,000,000 'pounds. 


"That is to say," he continues, 


"trade on this vast scale would be 
required to pay the minimum annu- 
ity of 100,000,000 pounds plus the 
export percentage. 
If the Paris 


proposals are more than wind, they 
nuean a complete reorganization of 
the channels of international trade. 
If anything remotely 
like them 


should really be intended to happen, 
the -reaction on British trade would 
be incalculable. It is an outrage 
that the allied leaders should have 
dealt with each other by using the 
methods of a poker party."

Through the Wisconsin State Conference of So- 
cial Work with offices in Madison the various state social agen- 
cies and departments and many individuals interested in social 
problems have united to promote this work of prevention. The 
State Conference accomplishes this through various methods. 
For instance at Platteville, January 22-24 this agency conduct- 
^ a Dfetrict Conference of Social Work for THREE COUNTIES 
GRANT IOWA AND LAFAYETTE. These are strictly rural 
communities, with no town larger than 5,000 population. More- 
over, in this district there has been manifested less interest in 
social problems than in many parts of the state. 


But the Conference through systematic advertising attract 


ed an attendance of 458 people comprising some of the leading 
citizens from 38 different towns. Public Health work, Mental 
Hygiene, Public Recreation, Child Welfare and other such topics 
were discussed by able speakers from our various *tatc i depart- 
ments, and agencies, and by local people who attended 
As a 


result, we are informed, there was a general splnt on the part 
of those present to do something in these 38 towns to prevent 
unnecessary wastage of human life and human character. Let- 
ters and local newspaper articles since then indicate that they 
are carrying out this intention. 


The neglect of these problems in other parts of the state 


reacts on Madison. 
We- are taxed for the products of their neg- 


lect in sanatoria, almshouses, jails, and orphanages. 


The Wisconsin Conference of Social Work which conducts 


this work is supported entirely by voluntary contributions of 
agencies and individuals. An annual membership is two dollars 
a'Vear, subscribing $5.00, and contributing $10.00 or more. In- 
stitutional memberships are also $10.00. 
The Conference is 


now in need of immediate help if the work is to be continued. 
Other cities have done their part. It is now Madison's turn.
